general death rate for all children 
under five years has declined, and 
that meningitis, 
often 
associated 
with these factors, 
must 
decline 


•with them. 


"The fact that meningitis ia cur- 
able by a serum is a favoring in- 
fluence," the report comments, "and 
was doubtless a partial factor in 
the decrease. The prevalence of lo- 
cal epidemics of this form is not 
evident by the reports in any year. 
It can reasonably be assumed that 
the decline of meningitis is largely 
due to a decline in certain infec- 
tion diseases and infantile trouble, 
and can accordingly be ascribed to 
the advances in public heahh." 


In 1912 there -were 280 reported 


deaths from 
cerebrospinal 
menin- 
gitis. In 1920 the deaths ivere only 
115, and in 1921 they numbered 
123. The death rate for the disease 
in 1921 was 11.7; in 1921 it -was 
4.6.

Kener.il, and district attorneys of 
counties affected, argued that the 
statute was a valid and reasonable 
exorcise, of the police power of the 
state, that the classifications of 
cities ;ind industries was reason- 
nb'e and that the law was necess- 
ary f.o protect the health, safety 
and public welfare of the commun- 
ity. 


An interesting point was raised 


hy defense attorneys when they 
claimed that the building heights 
act 
had 
failed to 
become a law 


through lack of approval by Gov- 
ernor Blame. It was their conten- 
tion that in H message accompany- 
ing his signature to the bill, the 
governor set 
forth 
objections to 


the measure, resulting, the attorn- 
eys claimed in his_ failure to give 
the approval required by the con- 
stitution.

tended that the executive's signa- 
ture ; was , a 
record of approval 


which could not be questioned;

The. state presented', facts to the 


court-to show that four^.Wisconsin 
cities, Appleton, Eau Claire, Janes- 
ville and Madison already had, es- 
tablished building height -limits by 
ordinance. It.was shown that Mad- 
ison, Milwaukee and 
Sh'eboygan 


were the only cities at present to 
have buildings of a height in ex- 
cess of the statuatory limit. Grain 
elevators, many, of • which are in 
•excess of 100 feet, are not regul- 
ated -by .the law. 


Fire hazards are greatly in- 


creased, 
traffic 
problems . multi- 


plied and the health of office .work- 
ers impaired by buildings of ex- 
cessive height, the state attorneys 
argued. 
They pointed to attempts 


in_large cities.to regulate building 
heights . and urged that Wisconsin 
should not be prevented from act- 
ing to regulate building heights be- 
fore they became a serious prob- 
lem. 


It was contended by attorneys

Remaking- the Constitution 


(From The Nation) 


N 


O observer of political currents can 
have failed to notice the revolution- 


ary change that has developed within a 
decade in the popular attitude toward 
amending- the Federal Constitution. In 
the early years of this century a feeling 
had crystallized that no further changes 
were possible in our organic law. The 
last of the amendments growing out of 
the Civil War was adopted in 1870, and 
a generation thereafter a belief had be- 
come general that the Constitution had 
attained its final and irrevocable form— 
a belief expressed both by conservatives, 
who exulted in the stability' that this 
promised to existing institutions, and by 
progressives, who viewed almost with 
despair the wall that it raised across the 
road of political evolution. 


Then, quietly, the income-tax amend- 


ment was put before the country, and 
after an interval of almost four years— 
with no great discussion or propaganda 
—it was announced, to the surprise of 
many persons, that the necessary vote 
of the legislatures of three-fourths of 
the states had been obtained and the 
measure was part of our fundamental 
law. The amendment providing for the 
election of United States Senators by 
direct popular vote followed soon after, 
but i; V.-as not until the submission of the 
proh;! 
ion 
and 
the 
woman-suffrage 


amun^L.c-nts that keen public interest 
developed or the people came to look 
upon t hat kind of legislation as a normal 
p:;vt of !heir political machinery. Since 
;hoc~ proposals, the effort to amend the 
f':..ist:'?i;:ion has become almost as much 
. r,r-.:ifi;;.: pastime as baseball or the 
.-::,'•.•:-••- 
The l-'.u Congress had before 


i'j'.' ."-loasures to alter the Constitution, 


more Lhiin have been considered by any 
prev;-,-vl.s Congress except the Thirty- 
sixth, which was flooded with proposals 
intended to avert the Civil War. 


-Th-'H sudden passion to remake our 


organic law has excited apprehension in 
some quarters, but the fear is not shared 
by the legal profession if its attitude is 
adequately expressed by our former Am- 
bassador to Great Britain, John W. 
Davis, who in his recent presidential ad- 
dress to the American Bar Association 
voiced the opinion that to improve and 
adapt the Constitution was part of the 
effort to defend and preserve it. Mr. 
Davis added an observation which we 
think is the nub of the whole contro- 
versy: 


In the making and amending of constitu- 


tions, however, it is the people who are entitled 
to be heard; and it is within reason to demand 
that in future the ratification of amendments 
shall be submitted directly to the people of the 
several. States or to legislatures selected after 
and not before the amendment has been pro- 
posed. 


The importance of this suggestion 


cannot be too strongly emphasized. Mr. 
Davis was referring to the apparently 
little known fact that the Constitution 
provides for two methods of submitting' 
proposed amendments for ratification, as 
follows: 


The Congress, whenever two-thirds of both 


houses shall deem it necessary, shall propose 
amendments to this Constitution, or, on the 
application of the Legislatures of two-thirds of 
the several States, shall call a convention for 
proposing amendments, which, in cither casr>. 
shall be valid to all intents and purposes, as I 
part of this Constitution, when ratified by the I 
Legislatures of three-fourths of the several | 
Kt.itps, or 
by 
conventions in 
three-fourths 


(?!cr<if [(he black type is ours], as the one or 
-.'-"•• other mode of ratification may be proposed 
;-j the Congress. 


Obviously consideration of proposed 


i;>::.:u!ments by State legislatures is in- 
"i;--.".-t and undemocratic whereas a con- 
vcr.ticn specially elected for that purpose 
r.:iri no other would constitute a direct 
popular referendum on the question at 
issue. In the past, however, the second 
method has never been selected by Con- 
gress. 
Nor did it matter much until 


recently. Of all the amendments prev- 
ious to those on prohibition and woman 
suffrage it may be said that they had 
been virtually ratified by public opinion 
before they were submitted to the State 
legislatures. 
Certainly it is true that 


the principles of the income tax and di- 
rect popular election of United States 
Senators had passed into accepted poli- 
tical philosophy before the amendments 


to establish them were even proposed by 
Congress. Therefore the simplest, ana 
most economical method of ratification, 
that by State legislatures, was the best. 


It was otherwise with prohibition and 


woman suffrage. Both were highly con- 
troversial questions, still in the crucible 
of public debate, and no one could say 
with assurance how a majority of the 
people felt toward them. Both amend- 
ments ought to have gone before spe- 
cially elected popular conventions in the 
several states, and it will remain a stand- 
ing criticism of the democracy of the 
sponsors of these proposals that they de- 
clined this test, insisting upon .what they 
regarded as the (for themselves) safer 
and easier route of the state legislatures. 
Whatever the opinion in regard to wom- 
an suffrage at the time the amendment 
was adopted, it seems safe to say that by 
now, at least, the Nineteenth Amend- 
ment has obtained popular approval. As 
much cannot be said of the Eighteenth 
Amendment, and one of the greatest 
obstacles to its practical .enforcement is 
t h e 
widespread 
suspicion 
(whether 


founded or not) that prohibition is a 
minority measure foisted upon the ma- 
jority during the preoccupation of the 
war.

the States about conditions in the Republic of 


. Germany: that "Auslander" (foreigners) 
es- 


pecially Americans, are 
bullied, beaten and 


robbed of their precious golden dollars alike 
by individuals and State, that there is- a great 
insufficiency of food, that prices and taxes are 
so terrific, that even, people of money (not to 
mention artists!), forego their- summer 
and 


winters in Central 
Europe 
rather than pay 


them. 
"Germany does not want foreigners," 


they say, and stay at home or go to Paris. 


This is my second summer in Central Europe, 


and will be my second autumn and winter. I 
expect to give ten to fifteen recitals in 
Ger- 


mention artists!), forego their summers and 
England during the year, and I expect to have 
my home this year, as last, in Berlin, despite 
the 'cry of "overcharge" quoted from Ameri- 
cans who have been in Europe of late. 


Truly, people who come to Germany 
and 


meet with all these difficulties, must 
have 


brought them with them in their own minds, 
only to have them manifested to them as limi- 
tations in those forms they most feared. 
In 


entering Germany in 1922, in al! my traveling 
in and out of Germany across Austrian, French 
and Belgian borders, I was treated with 
all 


courtesy and' consideration." In leaving the 


! country last year I carried with me many dol- 


I lars worth of new music. I had merely to ex- 


hibit my name on the music and explain that 
all of i; was for my own personal use, and I 
was permitted unquestioned to proceed to Eng- 
land. 


In each city where I played, all registries 


were mad? efficiently and timely, and with lit- 
tle loss of time. 
In Bavaria, where the gov- 


ernment taxes are highest, the government has 
twice reduced by residence tax to the amount 
required of German citizens. And I am not a 
German. I am an American in life, tastes, and 
art. 
I speak German, of course, but any artist 


playing in a foreign country, especially if liv- 
ing there, should learn to speak the language 
of the land he is 
in, and become acquainted 


with its riches in art and life. And I do not 
play German programs. 
Brahms was the sole 


German represented on my programs 
last 


year, and it is possible I shall, with the ex- 
ception of one 
of the 
Beethoven concertos, 


which I expect to play with the Berlin Philhar- 
monic Orchestra 
in January, 
102-1, play no 


German music this year. 


This courtesy and kindness is not the excep- 


tion, I find, but the rule, in post-war as 
in 


pre-war Germany. 


In entering Germany this year, I had no 


more difficulty than the previous year. In Ber- 
lin, to my surprise, I found things proportion- 
ately the same as when I had left for America. 
Hotels alone 
have a "world-market 
price," 


from SI.00 to S7.00 per day. Tradesmen use a 
gold mark basis which is used as a "key num- 
ber" multiplied 
by an index 
number which 


rises with the fall of the value of the mark. 


In 
conversing with 
Americans of -my ac- 


quaintance in Berlin, I find that while apart- 
ments may not be as expensive as last year, 
one can sublet completely 
furnished "\Voh- 


nur.gen," three rooms or more and kitchen and 
often bath (still more or less a luxury), for 
from $5 to $15 a month. Gas and electricity 
for cooking and lighting cost one an average 
of $1 a month. 
Coal was, and is, expensive, 


but very much less costly than at home. 
My 


cook ar.d maid cost me $1 per month. 
The 


servant problem as it is at home does not exist, 
although one has to be careful in choosing the 
right one. 
, 


Food is and was the most expensive item of 


living. 
One lived last year on the average of 


forty to sixty cents per day for food. 
A good 


meal in a good hotel could be had for twenty- 
five cents or thirty cents. One could, of course, 
find hotels where one could pay $2 or more for 
a meal. Due to the extraordinary fall of tho 
mark in value, and to the general prevalence 
of figuring in foreign -money, these prices may 
be higher, but I doubt it to any great extent.

i HE fundamental fact in the anthracite 


coal problem is that heretofore these 
limited and exhaustible 
natural de- 


posits (of anthracite) have been in the ab- 
solute private possession of their legal own- 
ers, to be developed or withheld at will, to 
be leased for such royalties as could be ex- 
actud, to be transported and distributed at 
such rates and in such manne,r as a double- 
headed railroad ar.d coal combination might 
find most advantageous from the point of 
view of private profit, to be sold rf, such 
prices as could be maintained by the restric- 
tion of output and the elimination of inde- 
pendent competitors, through such means as 
the maintenance of freight rates burden- 
some except to those 
who, owning both 


mines and railroads, could.afford to be in- 
different as to whether their revenue came 
from the one source or the other. . . . 


Whether the peculiar corporate organiza- 


tion of the anthracite industry has been 
helpful or harmful to the public turns in the 
last analysis on whether its profits have 
been reasonable. 
The fact of an economic 


concert amounting to combination is estab- 
lished beyond reasonable 
doubt. . . .

point upon which the public demands ex- 
planation is -whether it has used its monop- 


oly power to extort exorbitant profits from 
tha consumer.

The net income accounts of the anthracite 


companies a^o show an increase. In 1013, 


includes the net earnings from the coal de- 
partments of two companies engaged both 
in mining and transportation but excludes 
thair 
earning from 
transportation. 
In 


1920 the net income of the same companies . 
had risen to 533,000,000. 
In 1921 it was 


$27,000,000, or twice as great as in 1913. 
The production of the eight companies dur- 
ing this period showed practically no in- 
crease. 


Further evidence that the profits of the 


anthracite 
companies are 
increasing 
is 


found in the increase of their surplus ac- 
counts. There are five "railroad" coal com- 
panies . engaged exclusively in the mining 
of coal that have been paying dividends in 
recent years- The total surplus, of these five 
companies rose from $7,000,000 in 1911 to 
?52,000,000 in 1920. 
In other words, it in- ' 


creased sevenfold in ten years.—From Re- 
port of U. S. Coal Commission, July 5, 1923.

HE real monopoly in the anthracite in- 
dustry js a monopoly of transportation 
maintained through a complete domi- 


nation of the source of supaly. 
The Rail- 


way Companies and behind them the great 
financial interests sat down across the gate- 
ways through which the fuel supply nv.:?t 
pass to the public, and exacted such'a trib- 
ute as to enable them finally to absorb the 
entire ownership of the vast natural re- 
sources in- anthracite. 
In other words, by 


controlling the outlet and by forcibly pro- 
venting any other.outlet being secured" thc.-e 
interests, starting with no ownership of an- 
thracite resources, have forced the public 
to buy from them-the entire future supply, 
in order that for all time, or until the" ex- 
haustion of the store, these railroad inter- 
ests may exact a heavy toll on each ton of 
anthracite as it moves "from the mine to the 
consumer.
